LRS. THOMAS BURNSIDE LOSES HER CASE. 


She Sought to Obtain Some of the Cameron 
Eatate Left to Her Husband. 

Harrissoe, Pa., March 16.—[Special. 
Judge Simonton has decided against M 
Thomas Burnside in her suit to recover a por- 
tion of the estate of Gen. Simon Cameron. 
Mrs. Burnside was an actress before she mar- 
ried Burnside, who is a grandson of the states- 
man. About three years ago they separated 
and have since been living apart. Mrs, Burn- 
side came to Harrisburg from London last 
November and began action to attach the 
funds in the hands of the executora of the 
Cameron estate due Burnside under the will. 
Burnside demanded a statement of her cause 
of action, and was granted a rule to show 
cause why the attachment should not be dis- 
solved. Mrs. Burnside filed an answer set- 
ting forth the cause of action to be an order 
and decree for her support, pending an action 
for divorce, by the High Court of Justice in 
London. By this order she was to receive 
£160 a year, payable monthly, from Sept. 18, 
1890. The husband paid upto Dec. 4, 1890, and 
has failed since to pay anything. Judge Simon- 
ton handed down an opinion today in which 
he holds that the order in London is inter- 
locutory and not final, and, therefore, cannot 
sustain her action.

WHY INDIANA’S TAX LAW WAS PASSED. 


Some Method to Settle for Political Ex- 
travagance Was Necessary. 

InDIANAPOLI#, Ind., March 16.— Special. ]— 
The real emergency for the law was a rapid- 
ly growing deficit in the State’s finances, the 
responsibility for which had for ten years or 
more been shifted from one State administra- 
tion to another until it had grown to be en- 
tirely too large to be longer shifted. This 
political juggling of the State’s flnancial at- 
fairs was discreditable to both parties alike, 
but neither had the courage to assume the re- 
sponsibility of proposing the adjustment be- 
tween revenues and expenditures that must 
inevitably be made by increasing the taxes in 
proportion with the increase which neither 
hesitated to make in expenditures. 

Liberal appropriations were made for the 
erection of new institutions, increased allow- 
ances were made for the maintenance of those 
already in existence, new public departments 
were established, a new State House was built, 
and the erection of a soldiers’ monument ata 
cost uf over $300,000 was authorized, all to be 
paid for, not from the State revenues but 
with borrowed money. 

The deficiency between the revenues and ex- 
penditures has in ten years brought upon In- 
diana a debt of something like $900,000. 
This sort of thi could not long go on, of 
course, without danger to the credit of the 
State, and when the Legislature of 1891 found 
that it inust assume the responsibility of do- 
ing something to adjust the State’s finances it 
entered upon the task with the evident idea of 
Fitting a plenty while it was gitting.” It 
did it in two ways. It increased the State tax 
levy from 12 to 18 per cent, and it passed a 
new assessment law requiring the appraise- 
ment of all property at its true cash value. 
It was made plain and explicit that true 
cash value meant what would be brought at 


a voluntary sale and not what would be real- | 


ized from a forced or Sheriff’s sale. The 
„fair cash value under the appraisement 
previously in force meant anywhere from 40 
to 80 per cent of the true cash value,” just 
as the Assessur might be pleased to fix it.

WALTER SCOTT IS FIFTEEN YEARS OLD. 
Who 


Something of the Little Journalist 
Boldly Defied John Bull, 
Little Walter Scott, the now famous writer 
of the letter to the London Times which 
threatened the British public with extinction 
if they dared to say boo to the United 
States, was 15 years of age last July. He was 
born in Dunkirk, Chautauqua County, 
N. V., in 1876, and has always resided 
there. He is the son of Walter Scott, 
Chief Engineer of the Columbus 
Coustruction company of Chicago, and grand- 
son of J. T. Williams, editor in chief of the 
Young Scott 
has, with his mother, two sisters, and a 
brother, made his home with his grandfather 
[r several years, where he has all the ad- 
vantages of careful and judicious training in 
his studies and reading. He is the eldest of 
the four children and entered the Dunkirk 
schools in early childhood. He has gone 
through the various grades and the examina- 
tions of the regents of the State, 
being now in the academic department. 
He has been from early boybhood a 
constant reader of history and the great daily 
newspapers of the country. For some time 
he has been an assistant in the mailing de- 
partment of his grandfather’s office, the du- 
ties of which he attends to out of school 
hours. Occasionally he has been given the 
opportunity to report unimportant meetings, 
and his accounts have met the approval of the 
management of the paper. When the trouble 
in Chile commenced he became intensely in- 
terested in everything pertaining to the 
history of the country und watched the 
progress of its civil and military affairs 
with the closest attention. All articles in re- 
gard to Chile were read with increasing inter- 
est and avidity, and he would occasonally 
send for copies of the London Times, so that 
nothing should, escape his notice that had a 
bearing upon the view foreigners also took of 
the internal ditficulties of that country and 
upon its relations with the United States. 
e is entirely loyal to the “Stars and 
Stripes, and the tone and criticisms of the 
English papers were too much for him to 
tamely listen to. He therefore determined, 
without consultmg with any one, to give the 
Times, and, through it, the people of England, 
a piece of his mind. He signed a fictitious 
name, ashe was afraid that his letter might 
be rejected, but could not resist the tempta- 
tion to indulge in more or less imagmation 
when speaking of the boundless resources o 
the United States, its ability to raise 288 
armies, capture Canada, and invade England, 
blotting it from the map. After sending his 
letter he commenced within a few days to 
watch the telegrams from London to see if it 
had been published. When he saw in the 


cable dispatches that his letter was pub- } 


lished he showed the family the copy of the 
original manuscript which he had forwarded 
to the Times.

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SENATOR HILL AND THE MISSISSIPPI 


LEGISLATURE. 
The speech made by Senator Hill to the 
Mississippi Legislature day before yesterday 
is marked by the same peculiarities which dis- 


tinguished those made by him at Elmira and 


Albany. It leavés untouched the subjects 
which ought to have been touched. He deals 
with glittering generalities where he should 
have dealt with burning issues. 

The topic which is oremost in the public 
mind at the present t. ne is the free coinage of 
silver. It occupies the attention of those Mis- 
sissippians to whom the Senator spoke. All 
of them have definite opinions on the subject. 
Yet Senator Hill did not utter one word re- 
garding it. He did not say whether he was 
for or against the Bland bill, which is the 
concrete expression of the wishes of the free 
coinage men. This is all he had to say on 


the entire silver question: 


Unity will enable the Democracy to restore the 
sound, safe, sufficient money of our fathers when 
every dollar was as good as the gold dollar 
Against united Democratic votes the Republican 
Congress also passed the Sherman silver law, into 
which every Republican monetary heresy is 
crowded, that has kept our finances in perpetual 
disorder for thirty years, tortured our merchants 
with uncertainty and fear. and turned our foreign 
commerce, our sales of wheat, your sales of cotton, 
into a daily gamble.

the North has raised against that law the demand 
that we repeal it for that constitutional reason, 
reviving the less bad law which it superseded. 
But that would be a first step toward living up to 
the Constitation and would keep in plain sight of 
the people next November the Republican crime, 
the people's verdict, and the people's duty to 
unite in ite repeal. 


If this means anything it means that he 
is in favor of doing away with paper money 
altogether and returning to an exclusively 
hard money currency, every silver dollar to 
be worth as much as a gold one.

He asserts that the law he seeks to re- 
peal is “ crowded with Republican monetary 
heresies.” One of its provisions is the pur- 
chase of silver bullion by the government. If 
that is a beresy the Bland law, for which 
nearly all the Democrats voted in 1879, con- 
tains the same heresy. Another section pro- 
vides for the coinage of silver dollars. Is that 
a heresy? Another section of the law re- 
quires the redemption of the Treasury notes 
in gold or silver coin, it being the estab- 
lished policy of the United States to maintain 
the two metals on a parity with each other. 
Is that a heresy, and are Democrats opposed 
to that principle? 

The Senator does not say what he mtends 
domg after securing the reénactment of the 
Bland law. That law will not make the in- 
trinsic value of the silver doliar equal to that 
of the gold one. It has been tried and failed. 
In order to carry out his plans he must, when 
his party is in power, repeal that law and 
substitute something else for it to make the 
silver equal intrinsically to the gold dollar. 
What shall it be? The free-coinage advocates 
say their scheme will do it. Senator Hill 
neither affirms nor denies. He wants the 
people to elect a Democratic President and 
Congress, in order that every dollar may be 
made as good as the gold dollar, but the vot- 
ers are not to know how the Democrats pro- 
pose to accomplish that desirable result. The 
people are not ready to put such blind faith in 
tne Democracy.

The Californian statesman is a very much 
broader-minded statesman, an infinitely more 
magnificent financier, than is the gentleman 
from Missouri. His pian is that the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall be required to buy all 
the silver bullion that may be offered at a cer- 


tain price for a certain number of grains, no 
matter what the market price for the same 


weight of the commodity may happen to be 
at the time. Of course the prices cannot be 
higher than that named, as then the act would 
fail to operate, but it may be as much lower 
as the relations of supply to demand else- 
where shall determine, and the fixed price is 
not to be departed from by the breaath of a 
single hair. The bonanza kings will then be 
assured of an unvaryingly high price for all 
the bullion they can produce, beg, borrow or 
steal. They willhave an unvarying market 
for their wares provided for them, while all 


tho other producers in the United States must | 


depend upon the fluctuations of demand as 
gauged against current supply for the quota- 
tions at which they must sell, if they sell at 
all. This would surely be an enviable posi- 
tion to be occupied by the said bonanza kings, 
of whom the said Stanford is one. It would 
constitute them an aristocracy to which that 
of the most aristocratic country in the Old 
World cannot hold a candle. 
them a despotic power greater than that 
wielded by any monarch in Europe. 

And that elevation could only be accom- 
plished by a corresponding depression of the 
people, The kind of money proposed to 
be issued in payment for this bullion is not 
stated in the bill, but undoubtedly it is in- 
tended to be a lot of pieces of paper. These 
are to be emitted in sufficient amount by |} 
the Secretary of the Treasury, be made a 
legal tender for the payment of all debts, 
public and private, except when otherwise 
stipulated in contracts, and be receivable for 
all government dues. They are also to be 
treated by the national banks as a part of 
their reserves. This means that at the best 
the paper money paid cut by the government 
and the banks would not at any time be worth 
more in buying power than the amount of 
silver it was supposed to represent. The pay- 
ments to pensioners by the one and to de- 
positors by the other would be cut down in 
value 30 per cent. The country is thus jo be 
degraded at one fell swoop from the honest 
policy of paying principal and interest of in- 
debteduess in as good money as received 
down to the dishonest plane of a repudiator of 
30 per cent in every case where the contract to 
pay in honest money could not be evaded by 
uppeal to a law passed at the express instance 
of repudiators. 

If the wild silver-buying scheme proposed 
by Senator Stanford were adopted it would be 
only the beginning of a greater evil. The 
“gentleman”? has committed himself to the 
advocacy of the crazy Subtreasury scheme in 
its fullest form. He has declared in favor of 
lending money to an indefinite amount on 
farms and farm products, and is also ready to 
vote for government purchase of all the rail- 
roads, telegraphs, and telephones in the coun- 
try. He professedly -wants the govern- 
ment to issue money in sufficient amount 
for all of these things. What would such a 
vast amount of money be worth? How 
much would it buy? Instead of 70 cents on 
the dollar it would soon sink to 50, then to 25 
cents, and before long be of so little value 
that no one would want it on any terms. The 
condition of the people in Argentina may well 
be held up to the country as a sample of what 
we should inevitably come’ to after a year or 
two of inflated nominal prosperity brought 
about by the issue of the kind of money asked 
for by Stanford. Truly is it remarked that 
the bill must fail to pass, not because there 
are no fools in either House of Congress, but 
because neither contains enough of them to 
make the bill become a law. 


GREATER NEW TORE COLLAPSES. 

The Greater New York bill has been defeat- 
edinthe Assembly at Albany by a vote of 
54 to 45 on the question of its final passage. 
The bill contemplated submittmg the ques- 
tion to the votes of the people of the localities 
interested whether or not they wished to be 
absorbed in the City of New York. The sub- 
urbs of the metropolis included in the bill 
were Brooklyn, Staten Island, and parts of 
Westchester and Queens Counties, Which, in 
case of consolidation, would have added seven 
or eight hundred thousand more population 
tothe city and put Chicago back twenty or 
twenty-five years, perhaps, in the race for 
superiority. 

The defeat of the bill was secured by a com- 
bination of Republicans with the Kings Coun- 
ty Democrats. The attitude of the Republic. 
ans towards the bill is clear enough. Their 
votes were cast, if not with the possibility of 
securing more honest municipal government, 
at least to prevent the seizure of these locali- 
ties by the corrupt and rotten gang of Tam- 
many Hall and the further enlargement of its 
dangerous power. The action of the Brooklyn 
Democrats was not of that disinterested kind, 
however. A union of New York and Brooklyn 
would have put the machine of the latter city 
into the hands of Tammany. Boss McLaugh- 
lin could not contemplate with complacency 
the surrender of his patronage and fat offices 
to the control of Boss Croker. He therefore 
made his combination with the Republicans iu 
the Assembly, and in return for their votes 
against the Greater New York bill the Brook- 
lyn Democrats voted with them on local bills 
of benefit to the rural districts. Thus the 
smaller machine with outside help defeated 
the big machine, and Boss McLaughlin will 
retain cotitrol of the Brooklyn offices, and 
Boss Croker will have to be contented with 
the control of those in New York. 

The outcome of the contest has an indirect 
bearing upon Chicago. Had the bill passed 
and the people voted for annexation Greater 
New York, according to the recent Tammany 
enumeration, would have had a population 
in round numbers of 2,800,000. This, how- 
ever, is a purely fictitious statement. An 
honest count would probably have given it 
about 2,300,000. The Tammany count, how- 
ever, will cut no figure in the race between 
Chicago and New York. It has been proven 
notoriously dishonest and stuffed, and was 


made for partisan purposes only. With all its 


bogus enumerating Tammany has only been 
able to foot up 1,800,000 for New York, while 
its real population is about 1,600,000.

He says the sole expense would 
be for the salaries of a few clerks to take 
charge of the accounts which would have to 
be kept with the telegraph companies. 

His second idea isto make contracts with 
the telephone lines which radiate from the

cent telegraph’ and 6-cent or 8-cent telephone 


messages, so that all the residents of the lit- 


tie suburban towns of the country may be 
brought into rapid and cheap communication 
with one an 

His third idea is a SS rural delivery such as 
obtains inEngland, The last Congress ap- 
propriated $10,000 to exveriment with and a 
trial has been mada in forty-eight communi- 
ties ranging from 300 to 3,000 in population. 
The results have been satisfactory, the in- 
creased business exceeding the expenditure by 
about $4,000. Therefore the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral 18 in favor of appropriating a large 
amount of money—which he believes would 


be repaid speedily—for the extension of the 


 free-delivery system in villages and farming 
communities, He admits that free delivery 
cannot be made universal for along time to 
come, many sections being too sparsely set- 
tled to admit of it, but if he had his way 
nearly all the farmers of Illinois would have 
their letters and papers delivered at their 
houses free of charge. 

His fourth idea 1s to have letter-boxes which 
can be utilized for the collection as well as the 
delivery of mail, It is agreed that the general 
use of delivery-boxes would save a quarter of 
the time of the carriers, but many household- 


ers are unwilling te go to the expense—even 


though it be small—of getting letter-boxes 
because they ate for the convenience of the 


carrier rather than that of the occupant of the 


house. The Postmaster-General believes that 
if the same boxes Were used for collection as 


well as delivery purposes the householders 


would put them up, because they would be 
freed from the bother of sending their letters 
to the mail- boxes. 

It is not likely" thé present House of 
Representatives, ich is bent on crippling 
the departments in order to make what the 
Democrats will call an “ economic” record, 
will pay any attention to the recommenda- 
tions the Postinaster-General may make. The 
projects mentioned above, with the exception 
of the last one, will have to be reserved for 
future consideration. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE SILVER BILL. 
Congressman Harter of Ohio, the most en- 
ergetic of all the Democratawho are opposed 


to free coinage, is reported to have matured 


several amendments to the Bland Silver bill, 
which will be offered bv himself or friends 
when that measure comes up for discussion. 
Of course he favors the minority amendment, 
providing for an international conference on 
the silver question. Another proposition is to 
give to all pensioners the right to say in what 
kind of money their pensions shall be paid. 
He asserts that under free coinage the pension 
of $8 per month would shrink to a purchasing 
value of $5.60 or less if paid in silver. As 
this is denied by the free-coinage men, who 
claim that one kind of money would then 
be just as good as any other kind, Mr. Harter 
thinks they should not seriously object to this 
arrangement, since it would cost them noth- 
ing if they state the situation correctly. An- 
other of the amendments to be proposed i § to 
extend to all persons working for wages this 
right to choose for themselves the kind of 
money in which those wages shall be paid. A 
third amendment will extend the same right 
to all depositors in savings banks.and to all 
holders of insurance policies. A fourth 
amendment will provide that whenever gold 
shall reach a certain specified premium and 
remain there a stated length of time, both 
coinage and bullion purchases shall cease, A 
fifth amendment will propose the postponing 
of free coinage till after silver shall have been 
worth $1.29 per ounce for (say) thirty days. 

Mr. Harter ought also to have in readiness 
a proposal to amend by providing similarly 
for all persons who have loaned their money» 
in building loan associations, and another in 
behalf of all who hold contracts made prior to 
the enactment of the free-silver bill. If in 
these or other ways it was provided that all 
pecuniary liabilities exist ng at the time the 
bill became a law should be paid in dollars, 
each of which is worth 100 cents, the free sil- 
ver bill would do little harm. After the full 
payment of honest indebtedness had been se- 
cured the people might drop down to 50-cent 
dollars if they want to do so. The calling of 
50 cents one dollar would not confer on it a 
dollar of purchasing power, and hence would 
in that case do a mah no more good than if he 
were now to change his dollars into half dol- 
lars. But the change would not then cheat 
several millions of people out of their just 
dues. 

If Mr. Bland is honest in his beliefs and state- 
ments he cannot object to any or ali of these 
amendments. He contends that the passage 
of luis pet measure would at once lift sixteen 
ounces of silver up to a parity with one ounce 
of gold, and that the free-silver dollar contain- 
ing 4124 grains of standard metal would at 
once and forever thereafter circulate at par 
with the gold dollar. Why, then, should he 
not be willing to let the people entitled to re- 
ceive dollars take their choice ds to whether 
they willbe paid on the gold basis or on that 
of silver? Nor could the dishonestly disposed 
debtor object to it without at once exposing 
his dishonesty and advertising to the world his 
deliberately expressed desire to profit 30 per 
cent or more by the measure advocated by 
Bland.

to press these amendments and take no de- 
nial.

SCHNEIDER WILL BE HANGED. 


His Wife and Accomplice Has Her Sen- 
tence Commated, 

Vienna, March 16.—The Emperor has con- 
firmed the sentence of death passed upon 
Franz Schneider, whose crime of decoying 
servant girls to his home in the suburbs. of 
Vienna, and then, with the aid of his wife Ro- 
salie, outraging and murderimg them, caused 
such a sensation a short time ago. The trial 
of Schneider and his wife began Jan. 25 last 
in the Central Criminal Court and continued 
for five days. It resulted in the conviction of 
both of the accused and both were condemned 
to death.

RECIPROCITY WITH MEXICO. 


President Diaz States His Attitade with Re. 
gard to Negotiations. 

Crry or Mxxico, March 16.—[Special.]— 
When President Diaz was asked to state Mex- 
ico’s attitude toward reciprocity with the 
United States he asked : 


What reciprocity do you refer to? If you mean 
the negotiauon oi a formal treaty of reciprocity, 
I desire to say that a number of years ago the 
Grant-Romero treaty was negotiated and duly rati- 
fied by both Mexico and the United States, but in 
order that the treaty should have force it was nec- 
essary that Congress should pass an enabling 
act. In this body the treaty met with opposition 
and delays vceurred, It became necessary that 
the time for the treaty to take affect be extended. 
This was done, and still the House did not act. 
Finally the Ways and Meuns committee brought 
in an adverse report couched it language highly 
offensive to Mexico. That report was signed by 
twelve of the thirteen members of the 
committee and was a death blow to the Grant- 
Romero treaty. Since then the Unived States has 
not proposed the negotiation of a similar treaty. 
In view of these facts it is clear that if a reci- 
procity treaty is not now in force between 
the two republics it is not the fault of 
Mexico, As to the pro reciprocity, 
based on the McKinley tariff, these are the facts: 
Minister Ryan was instructed to confer with the 
Mexican Government, which, in its turn, appoint- 
ed Jose I. Limantour to conduct negotiations. 
Negotiations continued about two months, when 
the two Commissioners reached or see to 
reach an agreement. When thetime for signing 
came, however. Mr. Ryan announced that he 
would first have to consult his government. That 
was about the end of December. Since then the 
Mexican Government has heard nothing from Mr. 
Ryan on the subject. 


United States Reciprocity with Salvador. 

San Francisco, Cal, March 16.—A cable 
from Salvador says Congress has refused to 
ratify the reciprocity treaty with the United 
States. Though the cable has not been con- 
firmed it is believed to be true, owing to cer- 
tain trade movements here.

New Yorx, March'16,.—Important meetings 
of the Richmcnd Terminal and Richmond and 
Danville roads were held today the devel- 
opments which have been ex for some 
time transpired, John H. Inman resigned 
his position as President of the Terminal and 
Danville companies, R. T. Wilson resigned as 
a director of the Richmond Terminal, and S.

Oakman was elected President of 
the Richmond Terminal and Richmond 
and Danville companies, John H. Inman was

S. M. Inman, After these changes had been 
made the report of the Reorganization com- 
mittee was read and adopted.

The Atlas 
line steamship Alvo, which sails for Cartha- 
gena tomorrow, will carry a party of engineers 
bound for that place, who will begin the con- 
struction of the Magdalena and Carthagena 
road.

New Lon, March 16.—[Special. ]—Talk of 
the organization of a trust among the rubber 
manufacturers, particularly in the boot and 
shoe branch of the trade, has been renewed 
in the last day or two. The plan, which has 
been discussed frequentiy, looks to the forma- 
tion of a big central company.

SAY THEY HAVE NO WATER TO SPARE. 


Evanston Protests Agxinst Supplying Wil- 
mette, According te the New (ontract. 
Several weeks ago Wilmette was worked up 

over the subject of annexation to Evanston. 
Mass-meetings were held. Annexation was 
thought to be the one thing needful. The 
cause of ail this talk was that Wilmette needed 
a water supply and the only solution of the 
problem seemed to be ansexation. But some 
one among the Wilmette people proposed to 
annex simply the water-mains of one village 
to the other, attach a meter at the place of 
joining, and pay to Evanston so much a thou- 
sand gailons for their water. The idea took 
and nobody then wanted to annex. 

A number of Wilmette agitators went be- 
fore the Evanston Board of Trustees with an 
offer. The Trustees agreed to such a project. 
A contract in legal form was drawn up and 
revised, and the contract, ready for the signa- 
tures, awaits the meeti of the Village 
Board next Friday night. But in the last two 
or three days the village fathers seem to think 
they have been somewhat hasty in the accept- 
ance of the terms offered. These are as fol- 
lows: 

Wilmette is to have her entire water supply 
furnished by Evanston at the rate of eight 
cents per 1,000 gallons, Evanston is to fur- 
nish the meters and mains leading thereto. 
Wilmette is to sign a contract for a period of 
ten years, with an option for ten more. 
Evanston is to have no means of retracting or 
annulling the contract short of twenty years 
except for non-paymentof waterrent. No 
specifications are made as to Wilmette’s sew- 
age. 

"This last is the first source of trouble. 
Wilmette empties its sewage near Grosse 
Point, two miles above the water-works of 
Evanston. A currentghere that follows the 
lake shore southward, will mevitably carry 
the sewage to the inlet pipe. Then WIl- 
mette is not assessable for Evanston’s water 
system. The present superintendent of the 
Evanston water works says that a new pump 
will soon have to be put in at a cost of $39,- 
000. The mains and meters necessary will be 
custly. People say, too, that the South Evans- 
ton district has not been tested sufficiently 
to be experimentang with any outside 
corporations. 


GOT OFF WITH A MERE REPRIMAND. 


The Decision of the Northwestern Univer- 
sity Senate Relative to Hazing. 

A meeting of the college senate of the 
Northwestern University was held last night 
in University Hall, Evanston. The topic 
under discussion was the hazing affair of last 
Friday night. The college senate is com- 


posed of several members of the faculty and 


ten students, three each from the senior and 
junior classes and two each from the sopho- 
more and freshman classes. These constitute 
an advisory board to advise the faculty as to 
the action to be taken in all cases of indeco- 
rum among the students. The meeting last 
evening was well attended. 

Four questions Were asked each member of 
the senate. The first was whether hazing 
shou!d be suppressed among the students of 
the university, and the senate decided it 
should be. The second question, whether 
punishment should be in icted on the ring- 
leaders of the affair of March II, elicited a 
long discussion. The sophomore members of 
the senate declared that they had causes for 
provocation at the freshmen which were re- 
moved by last Friday night’s retaliation.

BODY BLOW FOR THE BAILROADS. 


Supreme Court Says Chicago Has a Right 
to Open Streets Across Tracks, 

Orrawa, III., March 16.—[ Special. — The 
Chicago and Northwestern railway company 
is dying hard in its battle to restrain the City 
of Chicago from opening West Taylor street 
across its tracks. Defeated in the lower 
courts, appeal was taken ta the Supreme 
Court, where the city was again victorious. 
Last week the Supreme Court denied the com- 
pany’s petition for a rehearing and entered its 
opinion. Today W. C. Goudy, attorney for 
the company, entered a motion for reconsid- 
eration of the opinion per curiam, in which 
the rehearing was denied. 

The Supreme Court seems to be satisfied in 
its findings on the street crossing cases over 
which the city and the railroad companies are 
now fighting, for this murning the petition for 
a hearing in the case of the Illinois Central 
against the city, involving the crossing of 
Sixty-fourth street, was denied, Amoag other 
things Mr. Goudy’s brief on the Taylor street 
case says: 

The propositions of the city in this and other 
cases are substantially these; The city has the 
authority, by its Council, to order the opening of 
any street across railroad property and to make 
such opening without compensation, upon the 
ground that the expenses incurred thereby are 
the result of the exereise of police power. hen 
the street is opened and it becomes apparent that 
there is danger to the lives and limbs’ of persons 
crossing the railroad tracks it is.coutended by the 
exercise of poise power that the railroad com- 
panies can be compelled at their own expense to 
erect viaducts fur an overhead crossing and to 
pay all the land damage which may be caused 
thereby, or, in the alternative, as is 
now contended, to elevate the railroad tracks. 
The ordinary cost of a ‘viaduct, including the 
land damages, ranges from to $500,000, 
The cost of elevating Te 22 would be more 
than 81. 000,000 a mile. H, tié-railroad es 
on these principles can be compelled to do these 
acts and incursuch expenses in the City of Chi- 
cago the like requirements can be made in war 
other city and incorporated village; indeed, suc 
police authority may be extended to ordinary 
highway crossings in the country. It is no an- 
swer to the danger of such Its to say that 
these mat ters are in the discretion. of City Councils 
and village trustees. The on protection to the 
owners of emer in our system of government 
under the Constitution of the United States and 
of the different States is in the courts.

Cross-Channel Dimensions. 


The bottom of the finished channel shall 
have a width of 160 feet in the clear, being 80 
feet each side of the center line of 8 
nel, and shall be excdvated to the grade level 
for the whole width. 

Where the channel 1s in rock the sides of 
said channel shall be kept vertical except as 
to necessary offsets occasioned by the use of a 
channeling machine, and except for one sec- 
tion, where the sides shall be excavated on a 
slope of one to one, 

Where the channel is partly in earth of gla- 
cial drift and partly in rock the earth shall be 
excavated so as to Jeave berme on top of the 
rock equal to three-eighths of the difference 
between twenty-four feet and the height in 
feet of the rock surface above the grade of 
the channel, provided the said rock surface 
is less than twenty-four feet above grade, If 
the height of the rock surface is twenty-four 
feet or more in height the berme shall be 
made six feet. 

Where the bottom of the channel is in earth 
or glacial drift the width of the excavation at 
grade level shall be 180 feet. In all cases the 
earth shall be taken out with the least slope 
which it is found can be safely maintained 
until the retainmg wails are built and as 
may be directed by the engineer from time to 
time, except that if the rock surface is twenty- 
four feet or more above the grade the earth 
shall be excavated with a slope of one and 
one-half to one. work of changing the 
eleven miles of track of the Santa Fé railroad 
which the location of the route renders neces- 
sary near Lockport must be done as follows: 

A double track roadbed is to be graded by 
the contractor with material taken from the 
main excavation, that part of the said road- 
bed in each respective section to be built with 
material from that particular section. This 
roadbed is tobe thirty feet wide on top 
with slopes of one ove-half to one. So 
far as 1 the roadbed is to take the 
place of the levee. The contractor will not 
be allowed to in anywise interfere with the 
safe and free operation of the railway as in 
use at the time of beginning this work until 
the roadbed shall have been completed, track 
laid thereon, and the new line put into opera- 
tion. Until this shall have been done all 
work on the main channel shall be carried 
on in such u manner as not to interfere with 
vot present tracks or the operating of the 
road. 


Rock Excavation, 

The method of rock excavation is given in 
detail. Retaining walls are to be built when- 
ever the top of the rock at the sides of the 
channel is below a level of twenty-four feet 
above grade, the sides being lined with dry 
rubble masonry as soon as practicable after 
the channel is opened, These walls shall be 
built to a height of twenty-four feet above 
grade and three feet thick at the top. To pro- 
tect the work from the flood waters of the 
Desplaines the contractor must construct a 
levee between the channel and the river of the 
material excavated. The banks of the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal must be strengthened 
where necessary and cross banks erected for 
the better protection of the work. The con- 
tractor must spoil inte waste banks and all 
the stone in these banks is his*property. He 
is given the right to the use of the ground oc- 
cupied by the waste banks and of the water 
front and ground adjacent for the purpose of 
assorting, crushing, or shipping said stone. 
The top of the waste banks shall be eight feet 
above Chicago datum and even and smooth. 

Attorney Carter presented an ordinance lo- 
eating the sixteen miles of route between 
Willow Springs and Lockport and repealing 
all the ordinances for this section of the chan- 
nel heretofore passed by the board. The ordi- 
nance locates the route by the establishment 
of north and south line boundaries, and is ac- 
companied by maps showing the lands over 
and upon which the route for the main chan- 
nel extends. It provides that the cost of con- 
struction shall be paid in part by general 
taxation and in part by special assessment 
upon the property benefited, and the attorney 
is directed to file petitions in the County 
Courts of Will, Cook, and Du Page Counties 
for the condemnation of the lands needed for 
the canal.

WANT THE CIRCULAR MODIFIED. 


A Few Restrictions as to Registered Pedi- 
grees Are Unreasonable. 

Wasuincton, D. C., March 16.—[Special. ]— 
Under the provisions of the circular of Jan. 
22, 1892, which goes into effect April 1, 1892, 
regarding importations of animals for breed- 
ing purposes, importers must furnish a cer- 
tificate wmch shall contain a pedigree show- 
ing that all the ancestors: of the aniinal have 
been recorded in a book of record established 
for that breed for five generations on the side 
of the sire and four on the side of the dam. 
These regulations were established by the 
Treasury Department at the solicitation of 
the Secretary of Agriculture upon the state- 
ment that it had been ascertained that regis- 
ters had deen established for the sole

Why Estimates Were Withdrawn. 
“ Our estimates were withdrawn because v

He realized that he had made 
a mistake by raising the Fair people's hopes 
by holding out the possibilities of a $20 esti- 
mate, but it had been made offhand without 
considering all the contingencies that might 
come up. He said that the estimates had 
been made in the offices of the com- 
pany. and that an official was now on his way 
to Chicago to confer with the World’s Fair 
officials on the subject. 

The present position of the World’s Fair 
Directors in the matter of electric lighting is 
due, according to the opinions of several ‘men 
who are interested in electrical affairs, both 
within and without the board, to the short- 
sighted policy pursued by the directors more 
than a year ago, when they had the opportuni- 
ty of placing contracts and dictating terms. 
At that time most of the big companies were 
anxious to sign contracts to put in their elec- 
tric plants and furnish a certain number of 
arc lights. They were inclined to charge just 
enough to insure them against loss. ir 
aim was to establish and operate their plants 
as exhibits. But the directors would not listen 
to such propositions. They demanded that 
the company put in the plant and then they 
reserved for themselves the monopoly of operat-

belled against such proposals and defended 
their positions by unitiug against the directors.

The 
subcommittee has made a call on heads of 
various branches of the Exposition enterprise 
for information relative to expenditures, and 
has received a reply to the effect that the facts 
desired will be in shape for submission to the 
subcommittee when it reaches Chicago. Rep- 
resentative Dockery, the Chairman, said today 
that the investigation would be thorough and 
complete, but that the committee would not 
do anything with respect to the request for 
the vovernment aid. All it had to do, he said, 
was to see if expenditures had been properly 
made and also whether or not there had been 
extravagance in expenditures.

CUTTING DOWN IHE ESTIMATES, 


The Council Finarfce ‘ ommittee Considers 
Suggested Appropri tions. 

The Finance committee resumed the consid- 
eration of the Appropriation bil! yesterday 
afternoon. The Police Department estimates, 
$3,466,000, were pared down $400,000, but as 
the estimates as reduced are still $600,000 too 
high, with no important department remain- 
ing for consideration, the com mittee wil) have 
to go over the entire bill again for another re- 
duction. An item of $1,500 salary to the sec- 
retary of the Chief of Police was added to last 
year’s bill. 

Capt. Fitzpatrick, who will be given entire 
charge of the purchasing of supplies and mak- 
ing repairs for the department, was elevated 
to the rank and pay of an Inspector, $2,800, 
and Drillmaster Hartigan, who ranks as Cap- 
tain, had his salary raised from $2,000 to 
$2,250, a Captain’s pay. One new Captain, 
makmg 16 in all; two new Lieutenants at 
$1,500, making 50 in all; one new Lieutenant 
of detectives at $1,700; 42 new phtrol sergeants 
at $1,200, making 90 in all; 21 new desk ser- 
geants at $1,100, making 90 in all; 100 new 
patrolmen for bridges and street crossings, 280 
in all; 20 more patrol-wagon men, 160 in all; 
132 new first-class patrolmen at $1,000 a year, 
1,400 in all; and 100 new second-class patrol- 
men, making 300 in all, were added to the 
force over the appropriation for last year. 

The increase 1s not so great, in fact, as ap- 
pears, however, as for some time there have 
been 220 more men on all ranks of the force 
than the appropriation called for. From the 
Cnief’s estimate 100 first-class patrolmen and 
300 second-class patrolmen were cut off by the 
above apportionment, but no other reduction 
of N was made in the salary list, al- 
though a pro raise from $630 to $720 for 
matrons and laburers was not granted. 

The Chief's estimates for miscellaneous sup- 
plies and construction and repair men were 
cut from $224,500 to $177, An estimate 
for $14,000 for four new ambulances, horses, 
drivers, and surgeons was cut to $5,000 on the 
statement of the Chief that business-men at 
the Stock-Yards had agreed to furnish an am- 
bulance for that part of the if the city 
would man it, and of Ald.
